When the United States court for the 
northern district of Georgia 18 in acemon 
and especially in the spring time there are 
always a lot of moonshiners loating about 
the federal building awaiting trial, Many 
of them are Witnesses, byt the greater 
portion are men charged with illicit distill-

Some of the men tell interesting stories 
of their own, so I approached a very quiet- 
looking citizen and asked ‘him for something 
about himself. 

A Moonshiner’s Story- 

My name’s Hanks, an’ 1 -wuz cristen’d 
Henry, but for some reesin unberknownst 
to me [I’ve allers bin calle dl Lige, ai J reckio 
ther ain*t anybody but pap and mam knows 
Lize ain’t my shonuff name. My home's 
on Wild Cat crick in one uv the mountin 
deestricts uv. north Georgy an’ within four 
mile uy wher I wuz born’d an’ fotch up. 
Im a married man an’ hey four chilluu, 
one boy an’ three gals. My boy is: fourteen 
fear of an’ a good-sized chunk uv a feller 
fer his age. 

“The fust wuk I ever done in & mooi- 
shine ’stillery wuz jist a’ter the war. Pap 
he come back home and s:fid he badn’t had 
ez much licker ez be awanted at one’t endur- 
in’ uv the war, an’ ‘the very next day we 
sot up-an ol’ thet hadn’t bin ‘het up since 
the year afor@ the war broke out. We kep’ 
mum about the thing an’ when we run off 
the fust dublin | taken twelve gallon uv

ONGS OF A DAY. 
by Frank L. Stan-

Wy titled “Songs of a 

; of Day.” The book 

sold without being 

advertised or pushed further than the mere 

announcement of its presence. A few of 

the northern and western papers, into whose 

bands it fell, spoke of it in those terms 

which a critic uses when something at once 

pleasing Yand original falls into his hands. 

There was something about it which ap- 

pealed to the critic and the people alike— 

a simplicity of style and theme and a melody 

of rhythm at once chaste and euphonious. 

Issued merely as an experiment, in response 

to the solicitation of friends, known and un- 

known, it has proved a success, and but 

few copies of the first edition remain in the 
booksellers’ hands. 

The book, while representative, contains 
but a moiety of Mr. Stanton’s work. The 
songs and poems it contains were culled 
from a vast number of newspaper and mag- 
azine clippings, which were themselves but 
a part of all that he has written. A sec- 
ond edition, or rather a second volume of 
verses, Which he hopes to issue in due time, 
will contain some earlier and later poems, 
in addition to those which have already ap- 
peared. 

It is hardly necessary to say anything 
about Mr. Stanton’s verses to the readers 
of The Constitution. They have been 
familiar wich Ps irk so long that any 
criticism of his poems would be incomplete 
to a public which reads his work a.imost 
daily. He is almost an ideal popular poet, 
and his work has this great charm that 
there is never a thought so obscure that it 
faiis to convey its full meaning = almost 
intuitiveness and never a line that asks an 
effort on the part of the reader er indicates 
an effort on the part of the writer. If 
there be a truth: iu it, it 1S clad with the 
simplicity that lends its grace, and every 
line has the harmony of a spontaneous et- 
fort. 

To those who know Mr. Stanton, and 
knows of his marvelous range of reading 
and appreciation of English poetry and 
stiff? thore marvelous memory, which ena 
bles him to call at will almost every line 
he has ever read, it is a continued cause 
for surprise that throughout all his work 
there is never the suggestion of imitation. 
It is doubly surprising because of his in- 
tense appreciation, amounting almost to 
a passion, of the beautiful in poetry. In 
strange contrast to his own verses, his ad- 
miration is most excited by vivid and pas- 
sionate strains, though his ability to con- 
vey a vivid impression by a few short lines 
is very strong. The following poem, only 
eight lines long, is a verttalfe. etching—a 
series of pictures so massed as to tell a 
dramatic story. No amount of elaboration 
could tell more: 

Lynched. 
The tramp of horse adown a sullen gien; 
Dark forms of stern, unmerciful masked men, 


A clash of arms, a@ C?UYen. prison door, 
And a man’s cry for mercy!... Then high

The barren fields, dim outlined in the storm, 
The swaying of a lifeless human form.

These selections will give an idea of the 
contents of the book, though there is really 
no Way giving a complete idea of it with- 
aut quoting it all, as there is 
little sameness about it.

There is one 
form of verse in which it is deficient, which 
is rather surprising when it is known how 
much at home Mr. Stanton is in that form. 
Reference is had to the sonnet. Mr. Stan- 
ton has written sonnets that will live. He 
possesses in a peculiar degree thut power 
of dramatic condensation and metrical art 
Wuich is the essential requisite of a son- 
neteer. It is regretted that some of the 
sonnets which he has written are not at 
present accessible, as his work in this form 


-of verse shows his versatility more than in 


uny other of his writings. 

Mir. Stanton’s fame is steadily growing, 
and is spreading beyond the bounds of this 
section. The way in which whatever le 
Whites, Whether it is signed. or not, is 
copied far and wide, indicates that his 
Work possesses that popular strain which 
uppeals to the people. 

But those who most admire his work 
are those who have heard his poems from 
his own lips. That he feels every line he 
Writes i& indicated by every tone of his 
Voice, every expression of his face. He 
possesses in a marked degree the powers 
of a true elocutionist, with never a trace of 
an assumed or artificial tone. A modesty 
which intimacy removes has ptevented him 
from Winning new laurels on the platform, 
where his already wide reputation would 
have assured him success, but the venture 
which he will make in this line soon will 
be watched with confident interest by thase 
who know him best and have the firmest 
conviction of his success. 


ART FOR ART’S SAKE, by John C. 
Vandyke. Charles Scribner's Sons, pub- 
lishers. At J. I. Lester’s. -$1.50. 

Art criticism, unless given to those who 
are familiar with the subject, or who have 
means to verify or differ from the author’s 
Opinion by personal study, is of little 
real benefit. Mr. Vandyke’s series of 
essays are entertaining and instructive, but 
whether his theories are correct or not will 
have to be left to art students. He argues 
strongly that the true theory of art is art 
for art's sake, and presents excellent argu- 
ments to support his positian. A picture, 
he says, should stand alone as a picture, 
and when any of its merit is dependent on 
a title, an incident, or a ¢gustom, it is to 
that extent inarfistic. In verification of 
this position he proposes that the Angelus 
be given to the world a thousand years 
hence, when the sound of the bells is no 
longer heard at evening and the custom is 
dead. Deprived of its meaning, would the 
picture in itself be so famous? He would 
thus divorce art and literature, maintaining 
that art is for the eye alone. This is very 
anesthetic, but people art not painting pic- 
tures for the delectation of a remote an- 
cestry, and ordinary mortals will continue 
to prefer those paintings which appeal most 
strongly to their imaginations, irrespective 
of the finer theories of the critics. 

This is only one of his tenets. The book 
is illustrated and is an attractive little 
volume. The different chapters were origin- 
ally given.as lectures to students in some 
of the northern universities, and Mr. Van- 
dyke has allowed them to remain in their 
original form, which is manifestly absurd. 
We find him thanking his audience for its 
kind attention, introducing himself by ask- 
ing a respectful attitude on the part of his 
hearers, and other expressions quite correct 
in a.class room but ridiculous in a book. 
Ten minutes’ editing would have prepared 
them for their present form and deprived 
them of the class-room atmosphere, with 
which this sprinkling of pedagogue phrasings 
surrounds them. 


VOODOO TALES, as Told Among the 
Negroes of the Southwest. Mary Alicia 
G. P. Putnam's Sons, publishers. 

. F. Lester’s. 

Voodoo Tales comprises about twenty folk- 
lore stories told among the negroes of the 
southwest. ‘Their setting is something like 
that of Uncle Remus, and the author ob- 
viously had that collection of stories in 
mind when she set about her task, though 
the stories themselves are of an entirely 
different strain. The tales show a strange 
mixture of African and Indian legends. 
They weré collected in Missouri, where 
there is a strong mixture of Indian blood 
with the negro race, though one of the 

rincipal story tellers is a negress from 
irginia, who claims her descent from the 
Lenni-Lenape tribes of the extreme eastern 
part of the United States. The pure 
African tales are few, though they are 
easily distinguished wherever they appear. 
They are all characterized by the shrewd 
cunning which is the distinguishing feature 
of Brer Rabbit’s actions, and lack the more 
elaborate incidents of the Indian legends. 
The woodpecker figures as a_ prominent 
character in many of them, and the prairie 
chicken and other animals indigenous to 
the country have naturally slipped into the 
roles played by others of the “critters” in 
the southwest. 

The book has some faults, prominent 
among them being a tendency to translate 
negro words and phrases in brackets. This 
is the work of the English editor, who ex- 
plains in-his preface that his reason for do- 
ing so is to enable English renders to under- 
stand the stories better. This is a very 
well meaning on his part, but he should 
either do it thoroughly or not at all, as he 
explains many words and phrases whose 
meaning is plain, and leaves others which 
are obscure to go begging. The preger 
place for such explanations is the foot 
note. The dialect is not smooth and 
lacks too much the idiomatic form without 
which dialect is nothing more than a moss 
of misspelled words. The characters who 
tell the. stories and the incidents which 
bring them out are not well presented, 
even if the Fnglish editor does say so in 
ow preface. They are clumsy and uninter- 
sting. : 

The stories themselves would have their 
greatest value in being told as folklore 
stories, in plain Enelish. Unless the 
author has that gift of creating which has 
made Uncle Remus tynical and famous, 
she should tell her stories in as simple a 
way as possible. in which form they would 
he abundantly interesting to both the stu- 
dent and the nursery.

Nice, May 20.—It may not be idle to point out 
to my countrywomen thht the chief industry 
of the largest city in the French Ktiviera is the 
raisiug and candying of viclets anid that the 
receipts from the “exportation of the finished 
commodity form the largest item of income 
to a city of 40,000 people. 

For there are doubtless places in the United 
States where climate and other conditions 
would favor just such-an industry, and there 
must be women in America to whom this 
work would appeal. 

I was assured by those engaged in it that 
the work from beginning to end can be done 
by women; it certainly is very largely done by 
Women in the Riviera. There is no heavy 
Inbor in it from the raising of the plants to 
the fluish and shipping for market, aud it ig 
all pleasant sumuiner Dusiness. 

The French and ItaHans have found turee 
sorts of tlowers only among those that grow 
with them that can be caudied without turn- 
ing black and losing their perfume. There are 
Violets, orange flowers and rose jicaves. All of 
these they candy, but the bulk of the market 
is violets. 

The violets in the Riviera are raised inp 
great beds on side hill terraces. ‘The terrace, 
I presume, is not a necessity to the culture, 
but onlv the accident of a hilly country. 

To clinb up over one of these gardens in 
early morning, with the dew shedding its 
fragrance, is like ascending’ into the gardens 
of paradise. 

The method of candying flowers pursued In 
Nice is as follows: 

Phe towers are picked off the stems, and in 
ease of roses the tlower is picked to LL CCeRS, 
as only the petais are used. The whites of 
aire then beaten up to a froth ang the 
flowers dipped in this so that each flower 
shall be covered with egg. Meantime some 
sugar of tinest quality has been boiled to a 
thick syrup. This syrup must stand off the 
Stove tor a few minutes, as if too hot it 
will wither the floweys. 

‘he fiowers are then {Immersed in this 
syrup, and the whole mass turned out onto a

This fairies’ paste fis then set away for some 
hours to attein a certain degree of dryness, 
Then the mass is sepnrated and the flowers 
taken up one dy one and the petals straight- 
ened out and curled over the fingers and 
brought into their natural sheope. 

This work is all Aone in a het, dry room. 

When finished the tlowers are spread out In 
ventilated boxes, in which shape they are 
sent to market, and the retail dealer puts 
them un in faney boxes to suit his chentelle.

The more stylish the gown. the more 
noticeable the simplicity, and it is consider- 
ed in the best taste not to make a display 
even of expensive material. Crepon, or 
the lovely new silk and wool bengaline are 
to be preferred to silk; if silk must be 
ehosen, it should be of the simpler and 
lichter kinds, such as talfeta, india or 
Coina, never “bengaline. Mothers who 
have more good sense than money select 
aPMatross cio, batéste, lawneor French 
nainsook—something, in short, which can 
be usw? for an afternoon gown for the 
Bummer. 

Crepon a Favorite Fabric. 

Of the above materials, crepon is de 
cidediy the favorite. it can be bought 
for trom seventy-tive cents to two dollars 
per yard; but-a cheap crepen is not suitable 
for an entire gown. The quantity required 
will dpend upon the width of the goods 
and the style in which it is to fush- 
jioned. ‘There is, however, a standard far 
the skirt. which should never excced three 
and a half vards. ‘The fulluess which en- 
velops*the woman of “03 is mercifully with- 
held from the schoolgirl even in her -com- 
mencement classday costume, A five- 
gored skirt is the limit prescribed. Cream- 
white shades are popular because they are 
more apt to suit the complexion. 

An Imported Gown. 

A lovely graduation gown imported by 
a Breadway house is of cream white crepon 
eur in style. “A flounc@ seven 
inches while, of point de gene, gues 
around the bottom the skirt. This 1s 
parity hidden by a five-inch fringe falling 
from a broad ribbon that is worn like, a 
clergyman’'s stole over the shoulders, back 
aud front. ‘The ribbon, which is watered, 
is eizht inches wide and forms apparently

PROF. ABBY LEACH STAGES THE PLAY 


According to Facts Disclosed by Recent 
Excsvations in Athens—History of 
Greek Plays in America.

New York, May 14.—After twenty-six years 
struggle to maintain the old Hellenic idea of 
ejueation—‘culture for culture's sake’’—fair 
is about to crown its efforts by the 
of “Antigone” in the original 


Vassar 
presentation 
Greceh. 

Yerformances will be given in the opera 
house of Poughkeepsie on the evening aud 
fternoon of both May 26th and 27th. 

The keynote to the undertaking is edneca- 
tional; the main object is to give prominence 
to the Greek department of the vollege. 

Probably this rendition of the play will be 
the most historically accnrate, the most 
classically pure, since the days of Sophocles 
bimself. 

The moving mind is Miss Abbey Leach, 
professof of Greek at Vassar for the last seven 
years. In the Cast, setting and interpretation

of the drama, Professor Leach has eschewes 
reconceived idcvcas of Greek art and Greek 
drama as preserved by. oistory, sculptur: 
and painting. She has been guided solely by 
wie exca: made At Athens tn las! 
fire years—excavations which radic#y upset 
the iraditiopal idea of the Greek tbeater. 
Ilerein docs the “‘Anigone” of Vassar invite 
the scholastic futerest of the world. 
History of Greek Plays in America. 
Harvard college inaugurated Greek drama 
in 1883 by a rendition of “Oedipus.” Three 
years later the University of Pennsy¥ivanuia 
gave the “‘lucharines of Eurinidus.’’ It wae 
reserved ,,for a woman's ©oj'sgo -Smith—to 
give (in 1887) the first portraral of “Etec 
tra”’ in the originat Greek. It evoked the 
Plaudiis of the classical professors of Har 
vard and Yale, and established the efficiency 
of the Greek department at Smith. : 
knugiish versions of three Greek plays have 
also been cleverly pi@serted. “Antigone” by 
society people at New Haven and Loston; 
‘‘Electra,”’ Profee Krauklin Sargent’s 
dramatic school at the Lyceum theater in 
New York and later et Harvard. These plays 
both in the Greek and the English were se 
in accordance with the traditional ldea oi 
creel unity, SViibelism and costuming. 
“Antigone” {fn the original fimls its 
Presehiationw at Vassar. 
tive. 


Sophocles appeals more directly to moders 
Svymmpaihies than most of the Greek pyets. 
He deais more with human characters and 
less with gods and goddesses. ‘fo him is at 
tributed landscape and scenic effect. He was 
tunhager and actor as well as playwright. 

Of his 113 plars “Antigone” is conceded 
to be the masterpiece. 

Tie play, as is well known, centers about 
Aniigone, who goes to her doom because 
of her deep love for her brother. The king, 
Creon, bas forbidden aay one, under the pen- 
ality of death, to bury Polyneices. Anti- 
gone, his sister, buries him, baving first 
vainly sought to enlist the help of her sister 
Isnonene, She is discovered and brought be. 
fore the king. She fearlessly avows her 
deed. By his order she is entombed hlive 
and hangs herself in her rock-hewn tomb.

Decorated Women of Art and Learning. 


The name of Rosa Bonheur is too world- 
widely known to need a reason for explain- 
ing why she wears upon her studio plouse 
the cross Of the Legion of Honor. 

Madame Dieulatoy who, as well as Rosa 
Bonheur and George Sand, wears male 
dress, but, unlike them, wears no other at 
any ume, is another remarkably decorated 
woman. Well remember the shock it 
gave me, though prepared for it before 
hand, When seeing for the first time a 
dapper young-old man, exquisitely dressed 
by a@ fashionable taitor and hearing bim 


addressed as “Madame.” This intrepid 
traveler and excavator, to whom in cop- 
jJuncuion with her husband, the Louvre, 


owes that splendid collection of relics from 
Suza the finest Persian archaeological 
rooms in the museums of Europe, became 
attached to the unéneumbering dress of 
man during her long journeys and strange 
diggingy. Nhe has never abandoned it, 
though now the careless blouse*gives place 
to the frock coat or swallow-tail, and the 
soft hat to the chimney pot. Her friends 
often regret this eccentricity on. the part of 


Madame Dieulafoy, who is moreover cer- 
tainly a bit of a dandy In her way. 

_ When * her husband received from the 
French government:an order. to explore 
Suza she offered to accompany. him. She 


had been in Persia and knew its language. 
Her knowledge of th» land and = tongne 
would be of service, she could also paint 
wetl and rapidly, and was thas able to 
take down pictorial notes. For five vears 
the couple lived in tents; Not the least 
of their hardships was the transport of the 
200 cases of precious sculntures that thev 
had unearthed; they bad to travel Fo 
miles with the tempereture at 100 in the 
shade, amid the inhospitable and inimieal 
people. Madame Dhieulafoy herself has 
wld the world with much go and _ spirit 
the adventures of this archaeological cara- 
van. 

lt is curious that while literature and art

The republic awarding its honors has 
of late cast its eye over the field of in- 
struction, and bas selected. several of those 
noble unknown heroines who by — self- 
sicritice and patience do more than armies 
or navies to raise the status of a nation. 

loremost is Mademoiselle ulie ‘Tous- 
Saint, a woman who for thirty years has 
done yoeman’s service for technical educa- 


tion. She is secretary to the Society for 
the Professional Idueation of Women. 


She was also a coadjutor with Madame 
lisa Lemonnier in founding the schools 


for girls which have raised female eduea- 
tion in France. Finally she was a mem- 
ber of the jury of the exhibition of 1889, 
among wuom were only two women. 
Another decorated teacher is Mademoi- 
selle Malmanehe, who organized evening 
classes for women where they could learn 
the art of bookkeeping and douhle entry, 
in that way opening to them new business. 
France owes to her two excellent manuals 
of commercial bookkeeping. She has done 
much to place women clerks in a_ better 
position than they ever before enjoyed. 
She makes use of her large social connec- 
tion to place.tbem in good situations and 
to make their positions pleasant. She 1s 
most highly thought of by her countrymen. 


The Latest Wearer of the Cross. 


The last woman’s name on the list of the 
decorated, dates July 14, 1892; on-that day 
of I rance’g national fete which reealls the 
taking of the Bastile during the revolu- 
tion the legion’s honors are awarded, 

The pame is that of a nun. Sister. Eliz- 
abeth, of the congregation of the Sisters of 
St. Vineent de Paul. This noble woman 
has directed for over thirty yearg an or- 
phan asylujn at Dieppe, which she founded 
out of her own private funds. 

Such are some of the most prominent wo- 
men knights of the Legion of Houor, Cer- 
tainly we are far removed from the days 
when Madame de Genlis was censured be- 
cause she laid before the founder of the 
order a list of women whom she deemed de- 
serving of the red ribbon.

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The political history of our late civil war— 
“The Rebellion,” if you please to 80 call it, my 
friend over the border—-has been quite fully 
and freely written; and yet the records as 

iven on either side, whether secession or 
gnion, While they may prove profitable and 
satisfactoryyto the writers and their respective 
friendsand adherents, are not wholly free 
trom the legacy of bitterness and that which 
may savor also of an-unfair sectionalism. Nor 
wi!) the stories of either cause as portraved in 
such works commend themselves universally 
to mankind. 

ut beneath the mere record of cabinets and 
gonquests—beneath the tales of dispute and 
disastor—there is a personal history which, 
appealing to: the common heart of love and 
patriotism, is yet to be unfolded and em- 
ha'med for immortality, for the loving and 
criotie futurity. 

Tonehing the political history, it may be be- 


Keved that the question is not entirely settled, 


githough the clash of arms is forever silenced. 

Opinions will conflict so‘long as ‘men are botn 
with heart and brain castin different moulds 
—-at long as they come into the 
wotid under different skies and amid’ different 
surroundings, (I do not use the fashionable 
word “environments.’’) And there is but one 
teature Of the late strife over which there is 
no lohger bitterness and wrangling—and that 
faature lies in the’personal history of the strug- 
cia. That much of it—wherever it becomes 
known— will remain fresh and green and beau- 
tiful: it will survive above the cavils of states- 
men and soribblers; it will outlast even the 
laure!s of riva} heroes. 

‘We remember Leonidas and his Spartan 
band when the cause in which they a tand 

_ fe}|—when Laconia, and even Persia herself, 
ars half tumbled into offivion. Antony and 
Cleopatra loom up yet in the living dramatic 
story: while Augustus scarcely darkens the 
stace with his shadow. The fends of York 
and Lancaster are buried forever; yet the 
levends of the “Roses” are still dear to a com- 
mon country from Dunnett Head to Land’s 
End. And in our own land, where the spirit of 
liberty is precious, have not Americans been so 
touched by the story of martyrdom and prin- 
ciple that we have sanctioned and permitted 
the erection on our own soilof a monument, 
inspired and built by @ very son of liberty, to 
the memory of a poor English spy, who, in 
heroism and fidelity to hisking, ignominously 
laid down his life, even though it was in the 
hatraral of the cause of liberty? 

The memorial to Major Andre on or near 
the banks of the Hudson mav mriever be fo!- 
lowed by the erection of a tablet in Faneuil 
hall, ora shaft in Union Square, in honor of a 
confederate soldier, but it has met by a 
sincere and substantial proposition emanating 
from confederate soldiers to place on southern 
soil, ana in contributions from confederate 
soldiers alone, an éverlasting ‘monument to 
General Grant himself. Living men may yet 
wee the full fruition of stranger things than 
these. 

The bitter discords engendered by our four 
years” Strife are fast disappearing. Hands that 
once struck in the very deadliest of hate, no 
clasp in loving and fraternal fellowship; and 
the ‘ate soldier in gray and the soldier in blue 
happily together, now recount, in tenderest 
symnathies and in a common glow, their tales 
of adventure and suffering and their stories of 
grim Kumor, born of the fierce wild life of the 
tent.of blood. Wenow find that there are 
soins legacies of the struggle which are the 
common heritage of pleasure for patriots and 
heroes—no matter under what skies they first 
saw the Hght—no matter what the banner 
under whose wegis they stepped. And as we 
learn to know each other better, in the re- 
counting of that personal history to which I 
have referred, the stronger becomes the new 
bond of brotherhood between those once 
estranged, and the firmer, therefore, becomes 
the basis and the tie of political union and 
history. 

I think that, behind the mere spirit of curt- 
osity and speculation which transferred the 
walls of the old Libby prison from the south 
to the north, there was the beneficent soul of 
fate. Thousands of our countrymen who had 
never seen the famous structure, had pictured 
the building as a veritable hell Seeing it now— 
which might have been impossible or impractic- 
able as long as the old prison rested on the banks 
of the James, -doubtless a great delusion dis- 
appears, as many delusions do vanish when 
approached; and this is a fact to 
which the fraternal spirit and intercourse 
will now well testify: the traditional hoof and 
born and claw in the fierce. unkempt villain 
of rags and rebellion isnot beheld in thesouth- 
erner now we!lcomed—often in a glad surprise— 
irto every northern circle. Nor are the fire 
and brimstone and other instruments of tor- 
ture visible in the rude walls of brick and mor- 
tarand pine, which the genius and purse of 
the magical Lake City have transferred from 
the war-smitten dominion to the victorious 
north. And still the thingis a grim and sor- 
rowful memento of the past—something yet 
full of awful and horrid memeties, holding 
histories the whole of which are never to be 
revealed until they are read in the unfolding 
of the leaves of the judgment book. 

But I want to tell you something about how 
one confederate spent ten days within those 
walls—in the Libby prison—not asa _ prisoner, 
notasasoldier, notasa politician, but asa 
person in fraternity with the failen. He was 
there, a man in gray, with a soldierin biue, a 
brother in blue, for the two were brothers in 
reality, men born of the same father and 
mother. A bit of individual nistory is neces- 
sary for @ poper understanding of al) the facts. 

Two young men, brothers, strongly and 
strangely devoted to each other—born and 
raised in one of the loveiliest valleys of Ten- 
nessee—at the outbreak of the war in 1561 were 
in employments 1,000 miles apart’ One, the 
younger, was a busy salesman in a large manu- 
facturing house in Richmond, Va. The other 
vas guietiv sailing the seasin the naval service 


of the United States government. In 
the autumn of 1860 = letters from 
the elder on the ocean had 


gee the younger his last tidings of the sailor. 
n reply, communications had been sent 
through the Washington authorities, notifying 
the elder (whom we will call in this history 
simply J——) that henceforth he could reach 
the younger (whom we shaft] know herein 
simply as V——) through a well-known Rich- 
mond house—the names fully given. 

The war came on, and with it the blockade 
which not only shut up the ports of the south, 
but it putalso an end to communication by 
mail between persons of the two sections— 
north and south. Yet a stray Philade] phia 
newspaper happened to reach a Tennessee 
family, who read this bit of personal informa- 
tion In one of the paragraphs of that journal: 

‘‘Parser’s clerk, J. L. M., commissioned 
lieutenant in the Tenth Penn. R.V.C.” (The 
Inquisitive reader can find the name in full in 
the regimental roster. The ofticer’s record is 
bow @& matter of history; but some events 
herein narrated are not embraced in the ofi- 
Cia! registers.) 

While that Philadelphia newspaper

Now it so happened that there were two 
well-known men of the same name employed 
once in the Richmond house. One of these 
was an Jrishman, and it was but natural, so 
thonght the employer, for that man to havea 
brother recently arrived from the old coun- 
try, in the federal army. But as to the south- 
ern-born man, there came a problem. The 
Richmond gentleman could not believe 
that there was a genuine Tennesseean in the 
northern army. But investigations had not 
satistied him, for investigations had satisfied 
V—— that the wounded man was indeed his 
brother, not animpostor as had happened in 
some other instances of similar report.

‘When the facts were 
laid before that official in charge, General 
Winder stated that it would give him great 

teasure to be of any service to a wounded 

nited States soldier,and more especially if he 
were a prisoner and an officer. 
* Equipped for the duty before him, V—— 
rode rapidly to the fateful field at Gaine’s 
Mill, twelve miles from the city, there to begin 
the search for the stricken brother in blue. 
Arrived at the outermost verge of that field, 
and pointing to a long line of earthwork 
thrown up in ridges and resembling regular 
intrenchments, V—— asked of a group of sol- 
diers near by if the enemy had fought behind 
those breastworks, he adding that they 
had many i fortifications. The reply 
will attest the severity and awfulness of that 
nart of the conflict at Gaines’s Mill, which 
took place qn the grounds known as Mrs. 
Watt's farm, where the struggle of Friday 
evening ended. 

“My God, sir,” responded one of the men, 
‘there are the graves of McClellan’s men!”’ 

(Peace to your rest—-wherever your bones 
may now lie—brave boys in blue! This 
writer, too, has seen how cheerfully and bravely 
others went to their death in defense of their 
convictions of duty to flag and country! 
Here’s blessing upon your fame and memory.) 

A short distance fartheron a number of 
slain horses, with artillery debris around in 
ruins, showed where a battery had stood—and 
fallen. -This battle played an awful and con- 
spicuous part in connection with the tragedies 
ofthis history. Beyond stood a number of 
field hospitals with the federal wounded, all 
in charge of theirown surgeons, yet within 
the confederate lines. Amongthese surgeons 
there was a most courteous and benign-faced 
Delaware gentleman, whose amenity of man- 
ners will never be forgotten by the confeder- 
ates with whom he came in contact. With 
another surgeon he stood by their tent when 
V— rode up, inquiring for informacion about 
Lieutenant M——, of the Pennsylvania troops. 

‘‘Are vou related to the ofticgr for whom you 
inquire ?’’ asked one of the “‘Knife Brigade.” 

“T am, sir,”’ replied V——. 

“We thought so, and so remarked upon the 
resemblance to each other, as you were riding 
up. In fact, we have hoard him speak ofa 
brother and other kindred south, but heis not 
aware of the fact that you are wearing the 
gray.’ 

‘“‘Where can I find my brother?’’ pursned 

‘““We sent him to Richmond yesterday. Am- 
oongune became necessary in order to save 

ife, and perhaps even that extremity wil! fail. 


We had no ice here. We _ understand 
now that our people won't let 
either quinine or ice come. through 


the blockade. ° *® ® Your brother had 
hopes of seeing you before the worst came.”’ 

A low hut—once a negro cabin—now full of 
federal wounded was approached by 
and a hospita! steward in pursuit of certain in- 
formation touching the wgunded officer. In 
the building was anIrish Boldier who it was 
said could give the desired facts. The steward 
entered, asked some questions, and added that 
the officer had a ‘‘rebel brother’ outside. 
When Pat was asked if he was sure of his com- 
mander’s initials, he delivered, somewhat im- 
patiently, this reply: 

‘“Suurr ov it? Certainly! and I oit too be; 
the gintlemin hassoined mony a paas for me!”’ 

Then V—— said somewhat sorrowfully: 

‘That is my brother.” 

**Youre brither, man! and fye in the ribil 
armee!’’ instantly rejoined the astonisned Pat. 

“My brother, Iam sorry to say, sir,’ re- 
turned V-——. 

“Will, wiil!’’ cried out the son of Erin; 
‘youre brither isa mon, an’a foine mon at 
that, and the divil o’ bit nade ye be ashamed 
of’im!” This was the consolation that the 
ready witted Irishman had fer the sorrowing 
confederate. 

The day’s search for the wounded federal on 
the battle field found the confederate 
brother at night twelve miles distance from 
the Libby prison to which the officer had been 
sent in the hope of being able to communicate 
with his Drotherin the city. The road to the 
city being then difficult to find even during 
the day, the confederate soldier, on the cour- 
teous invitation of the officers, remained over 
night with the federal surgeons in their hos- 
pital and hospitable terts—this a night and 
experience long to be remembered by the south- 
erner. (If these lines ever meet the eye of 
either of those surgeons, or the eye of a Dela- 
ware surgeon wiiom the confederate soldier 
afterwards met in Libby prison, this writer 
will be under lasting obligations if favored 
with the name and’ address of each, sent 
through the editor.) 

Early next morning V—— presented himself 
to the commandant of the Libby prison with a 
request that he be permitted to see the 
wounded officer, whose name was given. 

“Yes, sir,’’ promptly replied the com” 
mandant. ‘‘Are you his brother?’’ 

‘I am, sir,’’ responded the man in gray. 

‘*Very well; he is anxious to see you. I have 
been making inquiries for you. But are your 
papers all mght?’’ (meaning authority from 
army headquarters for the entrance into the 
prison.) 

**Certainly—see for yourself.’’ 

Two minutes afterwards a tall young soldier 
in the gray uniform of the confederacy stood 
beside a low cot in the prison, on which lay 
stretched a pale, emaciated sufferer. A shat- 
tered leg and thigh were supported in a swing 
pendant froma huge beain overhead, one of 
the scores of applimnuces for the relief of the 
suffering in that famous Libby prison hospital. 

But the recognition of the brothers 
was not mutual, though the younger 
had == caught the well-remembered eye 
of hi® elder brother the instant the guards 
admitted himintothe :nner ward of the prison. 
The manin gray walked quietly to the pros- 
trate form, anda hand was extended towards 
the prisoner, as his dark, Justrous eyes shot 
beams of surprise and joy, and then sorrow 
and regret, with swift-alternation, up into the 
face bending over him. From the lips 
above, there had come a voice which repeated 
the memories of home, a voice with an old- 
time affection and tenderness, uttering one 


word, and thatthe name of the sufferer there—- 
oy ta 


‘Is tiis you, V——?” 

Alas, alas! The pen of this writer cannot 
portray the picture that startled the throngs 
that there beheld the meeting. Libby prison, 
with all its terribly pathetic Listory, had never 
before within its walls such ascene. There 


were the €wo soldiers. antagonistic brothers, 
volunteers ander different flags, and gy ren. | 
different causes, but yesterday arraye 

ou the field of blood against each 
other, but now in a tervid, fraternal 


eibrace—-Leart to heart ayain asin the happy 
years of boyhood--forever gone. There, 
as they cling together, the bowed 
“rebel” in gray beuding on his 
krees over the low couch—hugging to pis 
bosom 3 war prisoner—a brother into wlose 
face he had’ not looked in many long years. 
Let the sofe that cannot be suppressed—let 
the tears that cannot be checked—plead for 
them buth-—for they teli the storys far better

“You are not in the rebel army, I 
hope, Vv—?" 

“T am!’’ was the firm and proud response. 

Again the gates at the fountain of tears 
were loosed, but there was no fond embrace 
then—no heart to heart as at the first. Tho 
words that came were cold and positive, the 
voice trembling in bitterness—the arm of the 
elder first relaxing its clasp. 

“Tam so sorry, V——,60 sorry!” said the 
union soldier. 

“J——, you are not half%o sorry as I am, to 
find you arrayed as you are, against brother 
and sisters and father and mother—against 
ro native land—against all that should have 

eon dear to you. Weare all in the war!” 
was the response of the man in gray as he now 
8 jood erect on his feet. 

There was philosophy—there was a tone of 
honest candor blended with love, in the reply 
which came from the lips of the elder. 

“IT hope we are each honest in our belief— 
honestin the conviction that we are in dis- 
charge of duty as patriots. Butdon’t chide 
me now.” 

“I will not,’ said the confederate. ‘I am 
not here for that purpose. You must be quiet,” 
and again the man in gray kneeled and bowed 
above his brother. 

Tenderness and earnest.love again met in 
their eyes.” Still there was another horrible 
thought crowding itselfinto utterance in the 
next words—words spoken by the union man. 

“Oh, my dear brother, little did I think in 
the happy days gone when we were loving 
boys together—little did I think even when I 
took up arms for my country that I would ever 
find myself—that you and I would ever meet— 
in amost loathesome and vile‘prison! For- 
give me!”’ 

Again they were brothersin truth—again 
their hearts beat together with a sweet, sad 
emotion that only such moments, suth occa- 
sions can beget. There was a long, long si- 
lence in their embrace, broken by the younger. 
His words, as recorded, were measured in the 
fullness of love, which said: 

“We are brothers now—let us think of noth- 

‘ingelse. Ihave come to minister to your 
wants and your sufferings as best-I can. Iam 
still your brother, and such you mast consider 
ine while here. I have come to remain with 
you until I can get you home, or until you are 
well.” e ® * ° 

And V—— fulfilled his mission—a brother’s 


mission—as fully as was possible. Days of 
anxious watching, of tender = nursing 
and devotion were passed, during 
which time he was by the side of the 
sufferer or engaged in efforts at sup- 
plying his wants otherwise, Efforts were 


made to have the prisoner sent to his old home 
in Tennessee; but in the then disturbed condi- 
tion of the country there, the confederate 
authorities would not permit such action; yet 
V—— was permitted toremain with his brother 
in the prison, and to supply him in any man- 
ner he chose. His daily entrance into the 

rison with his basket of good things—which, 

am happy to’say, were shared with other suf- 
ferers there—was always an occasion of p!eas- 
ant look and comment on the part of the pris- 
oners. V—— soon became quite well ac- 
quainted in the prison, and especially with 
its federal surgeons and nurses. This writer 
hopes the fate of war spared them all; he de. 
sires their names and addresses also. 

. ® * . 

And so the hot July days passed there in 
that prison, each one witnessing some incident 
of pathos and devotion. One morning on his 
arrival at the prison from a visit over night to 
the headquarters of the army in the field, V-—— 
found his charge gone. At night, all unknown 
to the army or to citizens save a few in the secret, 
the exchange boats had quietly taken away 
from Richmond all the sick and wounded fed- 
eral officers able forthe journey northward; 
and the next tidings the brother had from 
J—— came in a letter, stating that, after three 
amputations, life wasat last saved; and that 
the brother would finally recover in Phila- 
de)phia, attended by kindred and loved ones 
there. 

But, sad and touching as were the scenes 
daily witnessed in the Libby prison, there was 
another, iu which union soldier figured, and 
which, in terribly dramatic incident, had, per- 
Laps, no parallel in the history of the war. 

The battery referred to ina previous para- 
graph was playing havoc with 
the confederate lines, and the 
southern general commanding ordered that 
the battery must be taken. A North Carolina 
brigade was in the assaulting column. In coiw- 
mand of one of the Carolina rogiments, was a 
Colonel) F——. Supporting the battery was 
the Tenth Pennsylvania R. V.C. The brave 
Carolinans swept onward with resistless force; 
and amid the awful roarof musketry aud the 
wild yells of the southerners, the guns were 
taken, and such as were not disabied were 
turned upon the beaten federals, who were 
now fiying in great confusion to the rear. 

But, as the poet says— 

“Not all went back, 
Of the brave———.”’ 

Among those who fel! at the post of danger 
and duty, and, unable to tlee, were left in the 
route of their comrades, was Captain J. 
L. M——. He went down, with sabre in 
hand, with face to the foe, and as 
that victorious foe came pressing onward the 
brave Colonel! F., at the head of his regiment, 
thought he recognized that face as he saw it 
sink to the earth. In its lines he beheld a friend 
and kinsman of the olden time. He sent one 
long inquiring look into the pallid depths of 
agony in that face, when the sabre fell from 
its grasp and an imploring hand went up from 
the arm in blue to the outstrotched hand-of 
the colonel in gray. The recognition of the 
twomen was instantaneous and fell there in 
the very fiercest shock of the battle. The 
two had been friends in youth. They were 
indeed more than friends. But now after a 
lapse of a few years they meet inthis sul- 
phurous din and strife, while the roars of bat- 
tie and the shouts of victory shook the very 
hills and went resounding through the sky. 
The confederate colonel was first to speak; 

‘God of heaven, is this you, J.?”’ 

The fiercely stricken heart, with triple 
agony, could only let the graspof the hand 
and the pleading eye tell the recognition. 
But the hot tears. from mutual eyes mingled 
with the patriot blood on that gory plain, for 
words were powerless to express the motion of 
either soul; but Colonel F——, recognizing his 
dut¥as he saw his lines pressing steadily on, 
hurriedly said: 

‘“‘T can’t stay longer with you; my regiment 
is in pursuit, and I must be withit.” A few 
other words, hurriedly spoken, followed, and 
then the suffering, stricken man in blue re- 
quested : 

“Leave me, for I am dying, I 
fear, and you can be of no 
service tome now. But I wantyou to write to 
my mother—tell her that I died for my coun- 
try. I believe in the justice of my cause. Ask 
those at home who think I have done wrong 
to forgive me.”’ 

After the battle was over and rest came, 
Colonel F. complied with what he thought 
was the dying request of his friend. Each be- 
lieved the wounds of the man in blue were 
mortal ; in fact the federal surgeon so reported 
the case. A confederate surgeon, however— 
one who wii! be mentioned more fullyina fu- 
ture paragraph in this history—found the 
stricken oflicer on the field, first dressed his 
wounds and gayvo also other relief, so that he 
was enabled to undergo the removal to Jtich- 
mond, where he was found by V. three days 
afterward. 

Tho brave Colonel F—— never saw his 
friend again. The pursuit of McClellan 
necessitated a final separation, and in one 
poe afterward the gallant Carolinian fell 
himself—on the historic soil of Manassas. He 
was killed in the second battlethere. But the 
coufelerate surgeun montioned still lives. 
Here is an incident showing how he was re- 
vealed to this writer: 

Somes years ago two gentlemon, while in 
casual conversation on one of our southern 
railways, were speaking of peculias incidents 
of the late war. One of the events of this 
history was under discussion, in the narra- 
tion of the facts reference was made to the 
dressing of tho fedetal officor’s wounds by 
a North Carolina surgeon. A _ zentieman 
near by seemed much interested in the 
conversation, whi was not conduc 
n a tone 60 Tow as to precind 
the possibility of Yee, passengers hearing 
fully what waésaid. 6D mention was made 
of the anknown North Carolica surgeon, the 
gentienan arose and, With an apology in im 
troduction, said: 
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“Ef have the lonor ts be the very surgeon yos 
refer to, and I am likewise fortunate in having 
evidence confirming more than one of the facts | 
to which I have been listening.” and, with this, 
he produced an army baversack and blanket, 
epee which — were the initials, “J. L. M.,- 
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where he gave them to me, as he su 
and so did I at the time, that.he would never 
have any further use for the articles. Believ- 
=e wounds mortal, I accepted the relics, 
and have carried them ever since.” 

From that to this, Dr. J. E. D—~, now of 
Texas, and this writer have been friends. 


But, one by one, the actors on the 
hence ; and Fae Bw we dwell] more lov ae 
on the past than on tle present, for remem- 

treasures are among the most precious 
and priceless of our Neritages. A)! the inci- 
} dents in their history, 8ave those referring to 
recent events, were written down during the 
terrible days of the war. The old, blue, faded 
manuscript on confederate paper is kept, and 
is now before this writer. Let us yet 
follow the footsteps of the hero of this his- 
tory—the Tennesseo soldier in blue who spent 
the ten daysin Libby prison with his confed- 
efate brother as an attendant. 

We left him in Philadelphia, He recovered 
from his wound, but was disabled forever from 
active duty in the field. .He went to Illinois, 
wherein after years he became an honored, 
useful member of society and a trusted official 
in both state and federal governroents. But 
he was attacked with an irremediable malady, 
the result of his wound. His St. Louis physi- 
cian advised him to try the balmy air of the 
south asa means of temporary relief. 

The connsel came as a joyous message, for it 
would enable the then crippled veteran to visit 
coun those near and dear to him by the ties of 


And soit wasthat J—— and V—— again 
met—this time in quarters far from Richmond, 
Here’s what the elder said as he hobbled along 
on crutches and wooden leg, and took a seat 
in an easy chair in a welcoming corner in the 
residence of V——: 

‘Now, this is far more delightful and com- 
fortablethan Libby prison, where we spent 
our last week together, years ago.”’ 

Never was there a happier household than 
that Carolina home then—with its veteran in 
blue and yeteran in gray—brothers united. 
Two days passed delightfully in recounting war 
stories ind other events., This wasin 1872, 
and General Ord was again before the public, 
and@his brought up the battle of Drainsville, 
Va., for discussion, for in this conflict the 
brothers had first met, as soldiers—face to face— 
though each unconscious of the other’s presence , 
before him. One was on the staff with General 
Ord, the other with General Stuart, these 
othcers, with staff and escort, unexpectedly 
confronting each other, almost within speak- 
ing distance, on that hotly contested field 
Each brother remembered well the incident. 

But war themes were not pleasing to the 
sufferer. His malady, fromthe very first 
alarming, grew rapidly worse. In four days 
fiom hisarrival in the Carolina village he 
was dead! During the four days he had been 
seen but once publicly on the streets, and yet 
during that time he had found there no lack of 
friendship and love. Hearing of the sad crisis 
In that southern household, mumerous citizens 
had (and only one of whom had ever worn the 
blue)—had called, in the tender of sympathy 
and such more material favor as it was possi- 
ble to render. Never till the day of his burial 
had the littie church cemetery there seen such 
a concourse of people over the last sad rites of 
the grave. Nor was it all curiosity which 
brought them to what was then called ‘‘the 
uneral of a yankee ofticer’’—brother to a 
prominent citizen of the place. 

In the quiet, beautiful grounds of the Pres- 
byterian church in the town of L—— may be 
seen a handsome monument, with the name, 
pace and dates of birth and death of the union 
soldier, and with these borrowed lines of epi- 
inet—lines more brietly and fully expressive 
than any other couplet ever penned: 

“None knew him but to love him; 
None named him Lut to praise”

This is said to be the law, and the pomt 1s 
consiiered invincible. 

Apart from this: there are reasons why

Looking for the Pay Train. 

The eniployes of the Central railroad at 
Macon are anxiously looking for the pay 
train bearing their wages for the month of 
April, which is now overdue several days. 
Inquiry bere does not reveal when the pay 
traig is expected. In fact, the informa- 
tion* comes from Savannah that only part 
payment of the employes there has been 
made. Now, that the hours of labor of the 
employes at the shops have been reduced 
from ten hours per day to seven and a half. 
the men naturally thmk that they should 
be paid promptly. It is reported that some 
of the workmen have left the Macon shops 
rather than work seven and a half hours, 
and will seek places that will give them 
ten hours work. 

Shipment of Fruit. 

Railroad men who arrived today from 
Bouthwest Georgia say the fruit prospect 
continues fine, and that the shipment: of 
peaches in car load lots will commence about 
Jupe 1th. Almost daily, Showever. until 
then 92 Crate or two.of peaches will be 
shipped. Conservative judges estimate that 
the peach shipment. from Georgia this year 
will amount to about three bundred ears. 
About two hundred and fifty cars of these 
will be shipped from the Marshallville and 
Fort Valley district and about fifty cars 
from the Grittin district. Some few cars 
will be shipped from other sections. Each 
ear will sell gross for about $1,100 and after 
railroad and all other charges and @xpenses 
of commission, packing and growing are 
dedueted the shipper will realize about 
$500 per car, which will exceed anything 
else that can be grown in Georgin ‘and 
shipned. A crate of peaches averages gross 
about s2. A large grower of peaches said 
today that he can make big money if he 
Can realize 32 1-2 cents net on each crate.

Cow Peas Again. 

We care not if it be said because of our 
frequent recurrence to ‘this subject that 
everybody has got “cow pea § 00 the brain, 
we are content if we may. in the mean- 
time fully impress upon the readers of The 
Constitution the importance and value of 
this crop. Under the old regime the farmers 
“planted peas” in a sort of desultory w ay, 
making it a sort of help-out towards fat 
tening the hog crop. But there never was 
that substantial recognition of the value 
of this plant as a factor in upbuilding the 
soil and restoring it to its original fertile 
condition. Indeed, it has only been of late 
years that farmers in the older cotton 
states are universally recognizing the 
fact that their soils have become impover- 
érished by careless and exhaustive cultiva- 
tion and cropping. Even in its virgin condi- 
tion a very small proportron of our soil 
area would now be considered rich by the 
wide-awke, progressive farmer ef the 
present day. Our policy—fiity years ago— 
should have been to subdue the original for- 
est by removing its natural growth, and 
then immediately to commence building it 
up—making it better and better, untl by 
this time the original, first cleared land 
would have become the richest and most 
productive acres for cultivation. Under suca 
a system our forest lands would only have 
been valued for their timber and fuel, and 
a well managed farm would have been 
highly valued in proportiph to the larger 
area reclaimed from its wild condition. 
Even now we would © prefer ~ to 
undertake to improve and build 
ip an average  scathed “worn out” 
farm to a high degree of productiveness, 
than try to subdue and improve to a cor- 
responding degree an equal area of orig- 
inally similar but still uncleared Jand. 

It mav be done by' a judicious system of 
rotation of. crops, includipg high manuring 
and the exténsive nlantitte of peas, JFarm- 
ers generally have generally accepted the 
theory that cow peas will renovate land, But 
the trouble has been that their aim has 
been, not to improve the soil, but to get 
all out of it that was possible, and to give 
back as little as possible, The too preva- 
lent idea has been that what is called nat- 
urally good Jand was good enough, and that 
the business of the farmer was to cultivate 
as ronch of it as possible, wear it out as 
a matter of conrse—as if such result was 
according to natural law. Even now there 
are probablv thousands of farmers on the 
virgin prairies of Texas and Kansas who 
would ridienle the suegestion that they 
should take care of their rich soil by a ju- 
dicious system of rotation and manuring. 

The cow pea is the best helper the farmer 
of the south can emplov in this work of res- 
toration. Bui as we have before insisted, 
it is idle t0 expect any verw rapid improve- 
ment of an exhansted soi), especially one 
that was not originally of high quality, be 
simply “planting neas on it.”” Land may be 
so poor and tired that it will not produce 
a paying nea cron. without some help. For- 
tunately. the kind of plant food that is 
most required hv the nea is that that costs 
the least in.market, viz. acid phosnhate and 
notash. Give an acre of this tired land one 
hushel or five pecks of sneckled peas. two 
hundred pennds of acid nhosnhate, and one 
hundred pounds of kainit, plow all in to- 
gether end the result will eurnrise are who 
has not tried it .Then ent the vines down 
when in fnll hloaom and make hay of them. 
and the hay will much more than nav ‘all 
exnenses hesides Jeaving the ground in a 
much improved condition.

Conel Bill Atkinson wants to know 
just what the duties of the position tendered 
him are before deciding whether he shall 
accept or not.

Sergeant at 
Arms Yoder, of Ohio, will be opposed by 
Mr. Samuel E. Johnson, ef that state, who 
has for many years been ma Orrespon- 
dent of The Cincinnati Enquirer here. 

Doorkeeper Turner, of New York, will be 
opposed by Mr. ‘Thomas Coakley, who also 
hails from New York, and who, at present, 
is the assistant doorkeeper. Both are Tam- 
ma men and the question of who will 
win in the hands of the Tammany con- 
gressmen from New York.

SOME ENTERTAINMENTS OF THE WEEK 


In Honor ofthe Infanta—Several Bal)s and 
a Trip to Mount Vernon on the 
Programme, 


Washington May 20.—A day perfect in 
every respect greeted the royal party this 
morning. The ~princess enjoyed a good 
night’s rest, and at 7:30 o’clock, according 
to Spanish custom, before leaving bed, 
had a cup of chocolate and a biscuit. At 
9:30 o’clock she got up and began to pre- 
pare for an official call upon the president 
and Mrs. Cleveland, until which time she 
Was not officially known to be in the city. 

Five minutes before 11 o’clock, two hand- 
some carriagea drove up to the Sumner 
annex of the Arlington hotel. A large num- 
ber of people had@ gathered around the 
building, but a squad of police kept them 
from encroaching too close in front of the 
entrance. 

Promptly at 11 o’clock, the door opened 
and the royal party proceeded to the caf- 
riages. As soon as the carriages started 
towards the white house, the crowd broke 
and ran through the park in that direction 
to witness the arrival of the distinguished 
party. As the carriage of the infanta came 
to a standstill under the broad, high portico, 
three score or more. people gathered there 
and pressed closer together to catch a 
sight of the princess. 

Commander Davis alighted first, followed 
by the Spanish minister and Prince An- 
toine. The prince assisted the princess to 
alight, and at the suggestion of Commander 
Davis, in answer to an inquiry-from the 
infanta, offered her his arm and escorted 
her through the main doorway into the 
corridor of the private part of the mansion. 
The duke, marchioness and private secretary 
to the princess followed. 

In the blue room the president and Mrs. 
Cleveland stood ready‘ to receive their royal 
visitors. The blue room was tastefully, 
though not lavishly, decorated. ¢ 

Senor Muruagua, the Spanish minister, 
presented the infanta and Prince Antoine, 
while Commander Davis, duke ef Tamanes, 
marchioness of Aro Hermoso and Senor 
Don y. Tovar withdrew to the adjoining 
red room. 

The greetings between those in the blue 
room were very pleasant, and had hardly 
a tinge of formality about them. They 
were over in a minute or two, and then 
the others were summoned and presentec 
in turn by Senor Muruagua. 

Mrs. Cleveland and the infanta chatted 
briskly in English during part of the brief 
visit, while at times the conversation was 
general. 

At tifteen minutes past 11 o'clock the 
infanta made her adieu, followed by the 
others. As she walked across the lobby, 
a woman in the crowd waved her handker- 
chief and called out in Spanish, “Greeting

THE CHINESE MINISTER CALLS 


At the State Department and Talks with 
Secretary Gresham. 
Washington, May 20.—Today the Chinese 
minister, attended by the official interpreter of 
the legation, called at the department of state 
and they were immediately .shown into the 
secretary’s private room, where a consulta- 
tion ensued, lasting nearly half an hour, 
When Secretary Gresham was asked for in- 
formation upon the subject he said that of 
course he could not repeat what passed be- 
tween the Chinese minister and himself, buat 
that he did feel that he could safely declare 
that there was now ho reason to fear any 
trouble or outbreak either mm the United 
States or in China, growing out of the Chi- 

nese law. 

¥rom this statement by Secretary Gresham 
it may be inferred that the minisfer has set 
at rest any doubt he may have entertained of 
any form of retaliation by China, or any dan- 
ger of outbreakS or hob violence directed 
against Americans in China. 

Later in the day Chief Justice Fuller, of the 
United States gupreife court, who has shown 
much interest in the legai aspect of the pres- 
eut Chinese situation, had an interview witb 
Secretary Gresham:

ACCIDENT TO THE WOMEN 


At Their Congress in Chicago—The Flooring 
Gave Way. 


Chicago, May 20,—A disastrous accident to- 


day marred the close of the great congTéxs of 
women, A section of the flooring twenty by 
thirty fvet in extent forming an entrance to 
Washington hal! in the art institute, suddenly 
gave way and fell to the ground a distance of 
ewelve feet. Seventy-five-panig-stricken women 
fell in a mass of Struggling humanity and the 
cries of thousands of women already agsein- 
bled contributed to the excitement that fon- 
lowed. Cries of pain and terror arose, and 
from the collapsed section of the building 
Came the most exaggerated reports of many 
persons killed or injured.

THE EMPEROR'S RECENT SPEECH 


About the {Government and the 
Army Bill. 


THE EMPEROR AND COUNT BISMARCK. 


A Writer Saysthe Emperor Should Cele- 
brate the Unveiling by Making 
Peace with Bismarck. 


Berlin, May 20.—It would be rash to attempt 
to predict the fate of the diverse groups at the 
coming election of members of the reichstag. 
It can safely be said that if the government 
will offer a slight concession in the army bill 
regarding ihe two years’ service with the col- 
ors, it will get a majority in the asxt house 
to support the bill, As the contestants range 
themselves for the approaching battle, it is 
evident that the split in the freissinnige party 
is widening and a larger faction of that polit- 
ical group than was at first expected will be 
sent towurd the side of the government, A 
somewhat similar state of affairs exists in 
the center party. In the absence of any au- 
thorized party manifesto, many stanch cen- 
trist electorates will not bind their candi- 
dates to vote against the army Dill. The rep- 
resentatives of the party im these districts 
will be left a free Choice as to their atti- 
tude toward the bill and this in most cases 
will mean that the successful candidates will 
support the government, Another factor 
promising well for the government is the 
growing tendency of the national liberais to 
act in concert with the moderate section of the 
freissinnige party. Thus the national liberals 
in Dantzic have gbandoned a doubtful con- 
test for their candidate, and have come out 
plainly for Herr Kichter, the leader of the 
moderate freissinnige faction. 

In Bromberg, both the conservatives and the 
national liberals will support the moderate 
freissinnige candidate against the democratie 
freissinnige or Richter candidate. The former 
jubilant tone of the Richter faction, which 
claimed to havé the greater following, rather 
abates as a semblance of order emerges from 
the electoral chaos. It is already seen that 
groups are forming which may give the gov- 
ernment a new cartel party composed of ccn- 
servatives, national liberals,moderate freissin- 
niges and a faction of the centrists. Of the 
deputies who sat in the last reichstag and who 
10st their seats through the issuing »f the im- 
perial rescript dissolving the house, seventy- 
six nave refused to~again stand for electiot, 
Of these seventy-six, twenty are conservatives, 
eleven national liberals, twenty-three ~cen- 
trists, eleven freissinpingers, three demo- 


_crats, two socialists, three Alsatains And three 


independents. Reckoning ouf the old members, 
who, it is certaix, ~vill not he re-elected, it is 
estimated that over one-third of the new 
reichstag will be new men, The oppusition 
papers predict that half rhe house will con- 
sist of new men, ad half of \hese witli be of 
strong democratic tendencies.. 

The Acitation Against the Chancellor. 

A notable feature of the situation is the con-: 
servative agitation against Chanrcellor von 
Capr.vi. While supporting the army bill, the 
conservative papers support any candidate 
who gives his assent to protectionism, bimet- 
allism and anti-semitism. Conservative cun- 
didates proclaim that the chancellor’s commer- 
cial policy is ruining the empire and they de- 
mand that he be replaced vy a rian who is Det- 
ter versed in economic and financial questions. 
Count Botho Zeubeunberg, president of the 
Prussian council of ministers, aud Dr. Miguel, 
Prussian minister of finance, are the present 
ideals of chiefs of a new cabinet. Some yearn 
after Prince Bismarck, Among these is Herr 
Ardent, a bimetallist and editor of The 
Deutscher Wochenblatt. 

Apropos of the unveiling of the Goerlitz 
monument to William I, Herr Rendf writes 
frankly that Emperor Wilitam II ought to 
show to the venerable chancellér of his great 
ancestor the gratitude the imperial houseowes 
him by calling upon him io use his experience 
and incomparable genina in renewed service to 
the empire, although 4e should not be bur- 
dened with office. Herr Arendt adds chat a 
reconciliation between the emperor and Prince 
Bismarck can be only rendered possible by the 
retirement of Chancellor von Caprivi. 

The official papers today announced that the 
government will not retain the members of 
the army reserve with the colors over polling 
day Jane 15th, Count Zuedeunberg will issue 
a circular to the Prussian authorities directing 
them to fix the reballoting where candidates 
are not elected by a majority vote ow June 
15th, five days after the results of the first 
poll are known, As the first resuMs ought to 
be proclaimed before June 19th, the refallots 
must be taken on or before June 24th. The 
new reichstag coula assemble on June 2th, 
as at present the government seems to design. 
The turmoil of politics has, as yet, produced 
no effect on the prices on the brouse. though 
even this in Australia and the currency move- 
ment in America have influenced the market. 

The growth of the agitation in favor of bi- 
metallism, linked as ff now is, with a strong 
conservative faction, makes many peup-e ner- 
yous over & permanent gold standard. 

In the agricultural iftstricts. where eXagger- 
ated notions prevail regarding the strength of 
the agrarian party, a Inrge number of the 
holders of land mortgages are reported to be 
withdrawing their money, believing whey will 
thus escape being repaid in depr lated sil- 
ver or paper. The belief in a return to bi- 
metallism has no hold in trading ceaters.

SAGINAW NEARLY BURNED OUT. 


A Large Conflagration Yesterday—Loss Over 
a Million and «a Half. 

Saginaw, Mich., May 20.—A little spark 
and a strong southwegt gale this afternoon 
between 4 and 7 o’clock resulted in a very 
destructive fire. In that time the work of 
years of toil were destroyed and the fairest 
portion of Saginaw was left a mass of 
smoldering ashes and debris. The fire is 
said to have started from the chimney of 
Briggs & Co.’s building on which is known 
as “the middle ground,” and, wafted by 
the wind, it swept down the great mili! 
plant of Sample & Camp, on the docks of 
which there were a num of piles of Jum- 
ber. Here it found rich food and in tue 
twinkling of an eye the single spark had 
grown into a roaring mass of flames and 
started on its mad career_with a fury that 
no human hand could check. 

The Bristol street bridge next caught 
and a portion of it was destroyed.

St. Vin- 
cents orphans’ home succumbed early, but 
the inmates were all removed 6 places of 
safety. The patients were all removed 
from St. Mary's hospital, which was in ex- 
treme danger for a time, but was saved.

reached the magnificent planing mill, facto 

and lumber yard of E. Germain, whic 

was destroyed as weil as a large number 
of dwellings in that section of the city. The 
scenes witnessed during those awéul two 
hours of wind and flame are nd the 
power of pen to adequately . The 
excitement was at fever heat and in many 
instances houses caught fire and were de- 
stroyed before the occupants were hardly 
aware they were in danger and dozens of 
families saved practically nothing. The 
fire department labored heroically, bat the 
waves of an ocean would have been neces- 
sary to check the furnace of flames. It is 
impossible at this late hour to give a cor- 
rect account of the losses and insurance 
The former will reach nearly a million and 


ay dollars, with probably an insurance 
400,000. 


TRAGEDY IN A COURTROOM. 


Coley Brown Kills Samuel Wesner, at 
Danville, Ind. 

Danville, Ind.. May 20.—Coley Brown, 
president of the Lebanon Natura] Gas Com- 
pany, shot Samuel Wesner, one of the most 
prominent lawyers in Indiana, at noon toe 
day, and Wesner died almost instantly. 

The shooting occurred in the courtroom 
directly in front of the judge’s desk. Fer 
several days a suit—Martin Hobe against 
the Lebanon Gas Company—for damages 
has been on trial and has been bitterly con- 
testg@ on both sides.°The argument had 
been completed and court had adjourned, 
and Wesner was laughing and _ talking, 
pleased over the conduct of the case. Wes 
ner was told that he must look out for 
Brown, and he replied that he heard that 
Brown had a revolver Jast night. but he 
was not afraid. Brown then came from 
the side of the room, where he had been 
standing, muttering threats against Wes- 
ner. They met and Brown said: “My 
reputation is as good as yours.”” One word 
led to another and Wesner said: 

“If you have a gun, pull it. I dare you 
to.’’ . 

Brown meanwhile had his hands behind 
him, and it is thought that he transferred 
the revolver from his left to his right 
pocket. 

Upon the word Brown drew his revolver 
and fired two shots. Almost instantly Wes- 
ner moved toward Brown and pulled a long 
dagger, and just as he laid hands on 
Brown. Brown fell] and Wesner was taken 
off and laid down. Brown was arrested 
and his revolver taken away from him. 
Wesner’s strength began to fail and he 
died in a few minutes. Brown was taken 
to jail and is not disposed to talk, although 
he says Wesner provoked the matter. 
Rrown was badly cut across the palm of 
his left hand by the dagger which Wesner 
used. 

The first ball fired struck Wesner in the 
left forearm and came out near the elbow. 
The second ball struck near the base of 
the breast bone and ranged downward, 
showing under the skin about four inches 
from the hase of the spinal column. The 
weapon was a 32-caliber Smith & Wesson 
self-acting revolver. It is a five chambered 
wenpon and now contains two loaded shells, 
two empty ones and an empty chamber. 

The trouble arose over Wesner’s com 
ments on Brown’s evidence in the trial.

Chief Connolly Was Close Upon the Heels 
of Hill but the Festive Fugitive 
Got Away in Time. 


When Harry Hill left Chicago Thursday 
night, he came south, says Chief Con- 
nolly. 

Harry Hill was in Milwaukee, Wis., with 
a man named Rogers yesterday afternoon, 
is the news that Chief of Police Janssen 
wires from that city. 

“I’ve got my eye on a man who answers 
the telegraphed descriptions of Hill—what 
ig the charge against him?’ queries LL. 
Harrigan, who is the chief of St- Louis's 
police department. ; : 

That all of these efficient police chiefs 
are mistaken is very probable. That Chief 
of Police Janssen is talking by the card 
is quite likely. That Harry Hill will be 
locked up in a cell while the people of Mil- 
waukee are answering the church bells this 
morning is not unlikely. 

There was a great passing to and fro of 
uniformed telegraphed messenger boys be- 
tween the telegraph offices and police head- 
quarters yesterday afternoon, and every 
time Acting Chief Wright tore open a 
fellow envelope, he read something about 
jarry Hill. During the afternoon he sent 
to various cities twenty telegrams about 
Hill. Every moment yesterday afternoon 
and last night he was expecting a telegram 
announcing the arrest of Hill. Even when 
he went home last night without recerving 
such a message, he was not willing to be- 
lieve that the hoped-for event had not oc- 


curred. 

Chief Connolly wired just $2 worth of 
information about Harry Hill to Acting 
Chief Wright yesterday afternoon. From 
Chief Connolly’s message, it seems that 
Hill had a narrow escape from arrest. He 
only succeeded in getting away from Chi- 
cago an hour before his rooms were visited 
by Chief Connolly and Inspector Ross. 

The same operator who clicked Acting 
Chief Wright’s message to Chief Connolly, 
asking him to look for Hill at an address in 
Dearborn street, had, a half hour before 
that time, pounded out a message to Harry 
Hill from a friend in this city, saying that 
his address was known here, and that he 
had better skip. Hill took the advice, and 
an hour before Chief Connolly a peared at 
his rooms he had left them wit his lug- 
gage, and was gone from Chicago. 

Assisted by the efficient detective force of 
Chicago, Chief Connolly succeeded in find- 
ing out that Hill had boarded a southbound 
train when he left Chicago. That was 
Thursday night. By this time he is hiding 
in some southern city, or is safe in Mexico, 
Chief Connolly believes. He instructed 
Acting Chief Whight telegraphed descrip- 
tions of Hill to all — southern cities.

life was a conspicuous figure in the leg- 
isl.ture and was the famous author of the 
Garrard, or “baby bond,’ bil, which  eli- 
cited such animated diseussion, aroused 
such rstennous epposition, and yet in its 
york as a law cut the gordian knot of a 
severe financial compression upon the neck 
of Georgia and made her monetary interests 
easier from that day to this. It was a 
bold innovation, conecived in the deepest 
study -of the needs of the hour, and bronght 
to triumph with the pluck and masterful- 
ness of the genyine financial Napoleon. 
but of that event there is a more extended 
account in the interview with. Mr. Garrard 
which follows. 

In ISSO Mr. Garrard was re-elected and 
in 1882 he was again chosen and made 
speaker of the house, a position he held 
with marked and memorable ability. 

In Democratie Circles. 

Mr. Garrard first came into notice as 
a Cemocratic leader in 1871, when he ap- 
peared in Atlanta as a delegate to the dein- 
ocratie state convention that. nominited 
Ilion. James M. Smith, of Muscogee, for 
(jovernor, Mr. sarrard was ai trusted 
lievtenant of Colonel Smith and to his 
political sagacity was largely due the move- 
ments which led other candidates to with. 
draw from the field, giving Governor Smith 
a# unanimous nomination and practically 
unanimous election. Mr. Garrard has 
since being a prominc¢nt man in many con- 
ventions of the party in county, eongres- 
sional district and state, and his boldness 
in conflict, his skill-in management and 
his ability in counsel finally sent him to 
the great national convention at Chicago 
Jast year as ove of Geergia’s most trusted 
and staiwart democrats. 

In that convention he was placed by 
the delegation as a member of the platform 
cogpmittee, and to him the democracy and 
at entry owe the plank that demanded 
the repeal of the 10 per cent tax on the 
issues of state incorporated banks—a plank 
that eaused wide-spread diseussion during 
the campaign, was pilioried in alarming 
earicatures and yet put out of the issues of 
the campaign the seductive proffers of the 
populist and sub-treasury plan. It was a 
master-stroke of poliey and a splendid tri- 
umph for popular democracy that gave Mr. 
Garrard the victory in that matter and will] 
confer upon Georgia the honor of having 
pioneered that reform in finaheces which is 
sure to he enneted under the regime of 
2 full democratic congress and a_presi- 
dent obedient to the will of the people. 

Mr. Garrard on the Situation. 

It was because of these facts that I 
took the happy notion that the people 
would like to know what so careful a 
thinker and so brainy a young statesman 
has to say of the present aspect. of poli- 
tics. Now, in the interum of the inaugura- 
tion and the assembling of the extra ses- 
sion, the people are eager for light and 
prophecy upon current polities that they 
miy know what to expect and what to 
demand of a democratic administration in 
fall motion. Mr. Garrard is as retiring in 
disposition as he is able in discussion, but 
he vielded to gentle persuasion and agreed 
to let us report his position for what ever 
of interest that might be in it to the 
readers of The Constitution. And 
the interview took shape easily in, the 
terms Wwe quote with precision.

Lis Financial Views. 

“What are your views on the financia} 

question, aud your coustruction of its solu- 
lion according to the declaration of the 
platform you helped to make? Why did you 
AMSist OL illsgriing the repeal of the 10 per 
Cell tax On state banks in the Georgia dem- 
ocratic platform, and also in the platform 
of the nationa! democracy ?” 
“Your question covers such an area of 
ideas that L could 1 your newspaper with 
an answer; but 1 have neither time nor 
the inclination to do so. So I will be as 
brief as possible. Of course ‘the Sherman 
act should be repealed, and’ that without 
delay. ‘Then we are brought face to face 
with the silver plank in the platform, and 
the repeal of the 10 per cent tax on state 
bank issues, which follows immediately 
after it in the platform, and which ate 
more closely interwoven than appenrs at 
a rst glance. 1 have always been in favor 
of the repeal of the 10 per cent tax. In the 
fall of IS78/ 1 introdjced the bill in tke 
Georgia legislature konwn ag the Garrard 
bond bill, to provide for the issue of cur- 
rency, 4 per cent bonds in sums of five, ten, 
twenty andj fifty dollars; and I was met 
with the argument that they would be lia- 
ble to the 10 per cent tax, and were un- 
constitutional because they were bills of 
credit, and had the ‘similitude of money.’ 
I commenced a war on this infamous tax 
then, and have kept it up ever since. 

“In a speech I made at that time, urging 
the passage of the 4 per cent bill, before 
the house of representatives of Georgia, I 
stated that it was perfectly practicable to 
turn the debt of Georgia into banking 
capital; and that, inasmuch ae the inhibition 
did not apply to states, that we could re- 
lieye the people by issuing the 4 per cent 
bonds, which were the size of a five-dollar 
greenback. The bill passed, the little bonds 
were sold at par. and Georgia reduced her 
rate of interest from 8 per cent to 4. But 
what a fight wags made on them! ‘The 
comptroller.of currency was quoted in the 
press dispatches as pronouncing them uwt- 
constitutional. Some of my friends callel 
mine a crank; and one prominent official toll 


. me, almost indignantly, that the state delt 


would go to protest, and that 1 would be to 
blame for it. J sent on written questiors 
to be propounded to the comptroller et 
Washington, and forced a categorical ans 
wer from him that the bonds were not 
subject to the 10 per cent tax; and, further, 
that a state, private or national bank coud 
pay them to any one willing to take then. 
I wrote to Mr. Ben Hill, then United 
States senator, in 1879, wreing him to 
secure the repeal of this tax, and stating 
that I would write a bill for Georgia, ard 
put state banks to banking on the credit 
of Georgia bonds. So, you see, this is ro 
new question with me, and I am glad ‘o 
eee that others have taken it up, and thet 
the agitation is still going on. IT think we 
should all swear by the wrongs of a long- 
anffering people to wipe this war measure 
off of the’ statute books, 

“T inserted this plank in the Georgin 
democratie platform bheeause T thought 1 
was right and democratic, and bécause T 
thought it would fill the place of the ‘some- 
thing better’ that our alliance brethmaen 
were seeking.” 

The State Bank Tax at Chicago. 

“When I went to Chicago I was, as you 
know, placed on the platform committee as 
a member trom Georgia, and, in a speec! 
that 1 made before that committee, insisted 
on a repeal of the 10 per cent bank tax. 
l urged it as a solution of the silver ques- 
tion in this; that, by making all paper 
money, State or national, redecmable in 
coin, a demand would be ereated ler coin, 
and silver coin being on a parity with gold 
would be absorbed by the state 
banks. J suggested that the details of the 
repeal of the 10 per cent tax could be 
sifely left to congress, and that congress 
nught see fit to repeal it conditionally; that 
is to say, to make the repeal only apply 
to banks of states, organized under certain 
conditions’ to be named. You will recollect 
that in my letter to Mr. Hill, written in 
1879, but published in The Constitution 


*just before the last presidential election, I 


sugesied a proviso that the 10 per cent tax 
on circulation shall not apply to state bariks 
which shall organize pader state liws, and 
shall deposit eti@e bonds with toe respec- 
tive states to secure their ¢@ireulation. So 
I say -it is not worth while to deal in 
theories, but to teke a business view of this 
matter, and so shape the repeal of the 10 
per cent tax as to make all of the state 
banks purchasers of coin, which would 
menn silver. 

‘“Morcing organizers of national banks 
to buy national bonds is what brought these 
bonds from a depreciated condition to a 
premium, and hag kept them up ever since. 
Create a demand for silver, repeal the 
Sherman act, and business will do the 
balance.” 

Favors the Income Tax. 

‘What do you think of an income tax?” | 

“] thought so well of it that 1 wrote it 
in the jasc Greorgia platiorm of lSv2 ahd 
l am in tavor of muking it a nationai Issue 
vhen the democracy ugain goes belore the 
people Lo eleel sh president.” : 

“Uo you favor the repeal of the national 
bank act?” 

“J do not. These banks will gradually 
go ollt of existence aS the government pays 
off its bonds, and this wiil contract the 
currency of the country, which should be 
enlarged instead of being contracted. Let 
the uational bank currency alone. What 
we Wunt ls More money; and we want stale 
banks so chartered that their issues will 
be as safe as national bank money, and 
as the national banks gradually go out of 
existence, state banks will take their 


The Georgia Railroad. 


“What, is the trouble with the railroad 
situatiof in Georgian? Something is evi- 
dently wrong, what is it, and what is the 
remedy ?” 

“If reports are true, the railroads are not 
making enough wioney to exist on. If it 
was only one railroad in this insolvent con- 
dition, 1 should say it was bad management, 
but the solvent railroad is the exception. 
The railroads are controlled by the people 
through railroad commissions on the theory 
that they ure public highways. his being 
true, the people want these highways kept 
up in first-class Condition, so that their 
liveg may be reasonably safe, and the ser- 
vice good in all respects. ‘lo this end the 
railroads should be allowed to earn enough 
money to keep their roadbed and rolling 
stock in first-class order, and to pay in- 
vestors a reasonable interest on the money 
actually invested therein. I believe that 
thig is a matter for the consideration of the 
railroad commissioners, and that they will 
do justice between the people and the rail- 
roads whenever facts are presented to their 
considration that will warrant an increase 
of rates.” 

The Convict Problem. 


“What should be done with the etate con- 
victs at the expiration of the present 


“I think the state of Georgia should take 
charge of the convicts at the expiration of 
the present lease, and put them ut work on 
the public roads throughout the state. 
G,ood roads are necessary to the comfort 
of law-abiding people, and eonviets can be 
put at this work without coming in contact 
with free labor.” 

Mr. Garrard has given in the above but 
a brief and current synopsis of his views. 
As he says, the details of a comprehensive 
disctission of his financia) ideas would fill 
a volume, but we are sure what he has 
said will be welcomed by the people as a 
most valuable contribution to the materials 
for crystallizing public opinion in the ranks 
of the democracy, | Ww.

There had been various attempts on 
the part of John Sherman to earry out 
the work that he“had to all appearances 
been engaged to do at the Paris. confer- 
ence in 1867. In 1868S, he made a re- 
port to the United States senate in favor 
of “a single standard exclusively of 
sold.” The year he introduced 
a bill in the senate embodying this pur- 
pose. The project made no sort of head- 
way. It was too Well unilerstood. It 
was too dead to attract § attention. 
Whereupon Sherman changed his tac- 
tices. In April, 1870, he: introduced a 
bill in the senate “revising the laws re- 
lating to the mints, assay offices and 
coinnge of the United States.” The 
bill was referred to the finanee “com- 
mittee. John Sherman had begun his 
underground work. 

On the 19th of December, 1870, Sher- 
man reported the bill back to the sen- 
ate with some amendments, one making 
a charge for coinage. There was some 
debate on the proposed.charge for coim 
age, but on no other feature of the bill 
Tho sénate finally, on the 16th of Jan 
uary, IS71, struck out. the coinage 
charge, and passed the bill, Shermat 
voting against it on the final passage 
The bill went to the house and was re 
ferred to the committee on coinage 
weights apd weasures. It was reported 
on 25th of February, with 
dmendiments., It was reintroduced ip 
the fortyv-second congress, extra session, 
on the 9th of Mareh, 1871. At the regu: 
lar session the bill was reported -back, 
In explaining the bill Mr. Kelley, chair: 
man of the committee, said It was a 
mensure for regulating and administer 
the of the mint.

Momentarily, the matter was drop- 
ped, but after some intervening busi- 
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ness, Mr. Hooper moved that the rules 
be suspended and the bill was passed 
without a reading.

Judge Kelley. whose remarks in favor 
of the bill are quoted by The Richmond 
Times to show that the house knew its 
nurport, made this explanation on the 
floor of the house, and it is an explana- 
tion that will forever dispose of the 
claim of the monometallists: 

In 1872 when I made the remarks which 
were cited by these gentlemen, and which 
have been freqpently quoted in both houses, 
we were not using coin, and no gentleman in 
either house appears to have appreciated the 
scope and magnitude of the silver question, 
or to have given it special study.

The advuanta- 
ges which we have enumerated, and 
which the Philadelphia paper readily 
recognizes, Cannot fail make this 
movement continue for some time to 
come. 

Now, it stands to reason that there 
ean be no such drift of great enterprises 
southward to this center without the 
contemporaneous migration of smaller 
enterprises and many people who will 
see the advantage of making their homes 
near a rapidly growing market. Among 
these immigrants will be numerous 
small farmers and skilled artisans who 
are anxious to leave behind them the 
rigorous climate of the northern and 
northwestern states. Their attention 
will first be attracted to Atlanta, and 
they will then seek information concern- 
ing the industrial, climatie and social 
conditions of the surrounding country. 

We should get ready for this south- 
ward movement, It can be facilitated 
and judiciously directed in the interest 
of all parties by~est& blishing a state ora 
municipal bureau of information equip- 
ped with Maps, pamphlets and circulars 
containing such statistics as would nat- 
urally aid outsiders in forming an in- 
telligent judgment of this section.

Mr. Myrick was no doubt lead to the unfor- 
tunate allusion by the activity of the mug- 
Wulps in opposition to the regular party or- 
gunization in New York, during the nominat- 
lng campaign a sear ago.

Discusses “Iiberty of Canscience” In His 


Usually Pungeut Style. 


Editor Constitution—In the two former ar- 
ticles, the remarks touching the subject of 
this article were cursory only. It is worthy 
a more detailed statement. 

The struggle for liberty of conscfence was 
through centuries, its path lighted by the 
fires which burnt the martyrs and red with 
the blood of thousands of victims. The book 
of- time shows no more horriPle picture fhan 
that made by the conduct of the Christians 
when they took Jerusaiem at the end of the 
first crusnde. A part of the scene is painted 
by a historian in the following words: ‘in- 
fants were scized by their feet dashed 
ngainst the-walls or whirled over the battle- 
ments, While the Jews were all burnt alive in 
their synagogues.”’ 

To show how gradually the colors shaded 
down is unnecessary and foreign to our pur- 
pose. 

Religious toleration first began on _ this 
continent under the .charter of 1616, granted 
to the Catholic* Lord (Baltimore. Perhaps, 
however, it is safe to suy, with a distin- 
guished statesman, that its cradle was in 
Penusylvania among the Quakers. Up to the 
date of our independence we were British 
colonies, and that government gave us laws, 
In the list of crimes detined in ’’Blackstone’s 
Commentaries on the Laws of England,” first 
published in 1776, were many for religion's 
suke. For example, more than five disscnters 
might not be together, Apostasy, heresy, ab- 
senting one’s self from the worship of the es-

tablished church, the mistaken or perverse 
geal in error, as’ shown by papists and 
Protestant dissenters, were crimes. by that 
law a Catholie for saving or hearing mass

In the light of those facts, We readily un- 
derstand why Jefferson, when president of 


the United States, declined to isene 4 procla- 
mation tor a day of religious thanksgiving 
because he thought it outside of th, furisdic- 
tion of his offite. In the light of those facts 
we appreciate Madison's vetoos in 1811 of Mase 
bills with regard to the Episcopal church in 
Alexandria and the Baptist church site tp Mis- 
sissippi, heretofore alluded to in the lirst arti- 
cle. 

The: early advocates of religtous liberty 
disclaimed all idea of hostility to Christlanity 
and claimed that by their conduct they were 
laying the broadest and strongest foundation 
for its structure.

obliged to pay ithes, taxes or any other rate, 
for the building or repairing of any place of 
worship, or forthe maintenance of any minis- 
ter or ministry contrary to what he believes 
fo be right or tath voluntarily engaged to do.

Editor Constitution—The railroads of Geor. 
gia today find themselves in a most deplora- 
able condition—in the hands of receivers, and, 
in many instances, not earning enough to pay 
their fixed charges. This can be attributed 
in a very great degree to the building of 
the many new lines which have heen con- 
structed in the past few years. Where the 
new railroads have taken from the old lines 
Bome ‘local freights and passenger revenue, 
and in some instances small quantities ef 
through freight, they have created and given 
to the old roads more freight than they have 
ever taken from them. The amount of 
freights hauled by the old lines is much great- 
er than it was before the new lines were 
constructed, as can be ‘seen by the tonnage 
reports made by these lines to the Georgi 
railroad commission, The new lines take 
Bome ingoing freights, such as farm Supplies, 
guanos, etc., which are lost to the old roads 
but the outgoing freight in nearly every 
case is turned over to the old lines at some 
junction point. This freight consists of lum- 
ber; naval stores, vegetable& and fruits, most 
of which were created by the building of ehe 
new roads into the territory from which these 
are now shipped.

1-5. Is that as it should he? Pees it not cost 
the railroads as much to hanl eorh as it does 
salt, as much to lond and unlosd one as the 
other? It is true that more corn is hauled 
than salt: are we to be allowed to make a 
few cents on that which we hanl in small 
quantities, and lose on that which we handle 
in larger quantities? Take another article, 
millet seed, coming under the same class as 
salt, and barley seed the same gs corn: does 
it cost more to haul one than the other? Ice 
comes underclass “B,"’ S cents for ten miles; 
hay in class “D," 5 cents for the same. dis- 
tance. We take but little risk in handling 
ice: it is carefully packed and generally there 
is some one at the station to eall for it upon 
arrival. It is different with hay, peas, rice 
and corn, all of which come under class “DD.” 

Suppose we follow a few sacks of corn 
Weighing seven hundred pounds from a. store 
in a town until it reaches the purchaser five 
miles away. This shipment is bought and 
sent to the depot by a drayman, who is paid 
eenuts to deliver it; it is trucked to the 
senles by a porter, weighed by- a clerk, then 
duplicate bills of lading are issued. It is roll- 
ed aside to wait until its car is placed, later 
it is trucked into the car, a man stands there 
and thecks it and another man comes and 
seals up the car. In the early hours of the 
evening the night crews come with their 
switch engine: they move that car perhaps a 
dozen times in making up their train. The 
night watehman moves about and around that 
ear all through the hours of the night to keep 
nettvy thieves away, to be on the wateh for 
fires, for the railroad must pay for that corn 
if it should be stolen, or damaged, or de- 
stroved while it is in possession. In the early 
morning-the local frefght pulls ont and after 
a short run stops at the five-mile station. 
Some time is consumed before it can start 
again which costs money, for the train's 
crew's are paid for the hours they work: the 
locomotive is conspming water and conl. 
We would have given the value of the corn 
not to have stopped that train. for at every 
station some risk is run of pulling out draw- 
bars. or breaking counlers, That was the 
onlv freicht for that station. but it musf be 
delivered. After it is placed upon the plat- 
form. the wayrbills are checked by the agent; 
he sees ¢hat the corn is carried into the de- 
not and safely stored away until called for. 
The owner at last arrives. a bill is made ont 
by the agent and the railroad recenves 2 
cents. Thanks’ for small favors: {t might 
have heen fwo ard one-half cents per hun- 
dred povunds. if mery he only one and one- 
quarter ner hundred next vear. Now if the 
rnijroads were allowed to incrense 
their rates’ ner cent. the 
purchaser that corn would not 
feel the ineressed charge: his bill would 
have heen only 371-2 cents. The larger farm- 
er living one hundred miles away would, not 
feel it on his shipment of 1.000 ponnds of 
corn: he pays now on that amonnt §&1.10, he 
wonld pay. under the Incrense, $1.65. 

This increase of the standard tariff on all 
local fretghts would not injure any one. Tt 
would benefit the railronds to an ,enormons 
extent: tt winld al! go into their net earnings. 
Tt would enshle them to put in more side- 
tracks for mills and factories. for melon, vee- 
etahle and fruit growers, Tt wonld -enable 
them to huv- mere ears and move more 
promptic perishable. fruits and vecetables, 
saving the farmers thonsands of dollars, for 
a number of these prodnets must he left mon 
the farme tf the roads not sllowed to 
earn a snfiicient amount with which to pur 
chose mere enrs,

11 cents, 
whilé we are allowed only @ cents; for 100 
miles they have 14 1-2 cen¥, we have 11. 
Their rates are adjusted asthey should be, 
for it is the loading and iowing which 
enters se largely into the co: of transporta- 
tion where thedistances @e pot yreat. 
South Carolina allows the Richmond and 
Danville to charge the Sam: as the South 
Bound: the Port Royal avd Aucusta is al- 
lowed 12 cents on class “D," and the Port 
toval and Western 8 Cents on simg class. 
Texas allows her roads, On Grn and on bay, 
10 cenis per 100 pounds for five miles; for 
100 miles, 25.5; in Georgia, for fiye miles, 
we get 31-2 cents and for 100milesy, 11 cents. 
In other classes the rateS aréithicher in both 
the states pamed, theugh the differences are 
not so great as In clusses €., DP. and F. 
Florida has no commission, 1 levislature at 
this session having refused te establish one. 
Competition regulates the freifht rates there; 
the good judgment of those iy Charge of the 
roads in that state will bot allow them to 
crush thegindustrics establisied ajiong their 
lines. They know’ that they make most out 
of those who prosper. The thinking people 
there feel that they can onl* get good ser 
a out of the roads that gre allowed to

IT IS NOT THOUGHT TO BE EPIDEMIC. 


ae 
What Major Slaton Has to Say About the 
Precautions Taken—Fi teen Children 
Taken irom the School. 


No less than five cases of scarlet fever 
have been reported in the immediate vi- 
cinity of Crew street school, and every one 
of the sick children. are pupils of that 
school. 

Major Slaton, the efficient superintend- 
ent of public schools, took immediate pre- 
cautions to have the dread disease put 
down, and in order to investigate the best 
means of putting a stop to it consulted with 
Drs. Roy, Calhoun, Duncan and Baird. 
He is acting under the advice of the prom- 
inent physicians named ,and is doing Whar 
ever instructed to do by them. 

The names of the children now confined 
to their beds with scarlet fever is as fol- 
lows: Minnie and Howard Van Epps, chil- 
dren of Judge Howard Van Epps; Theresa 
Myers, Paul McDonald and a child of Mr. 
Mount, who lives on Pulliam street. While 
all the children attacked are very ill, as yet 
tbeir condition is not serious and every hope 
is entertained for the recovery of each and 
every one of them. 

These cases of scarlet fever first came 


under the notice of Major Slaton Friday and 


he began an immediate investigation, with 
the result that ten children who had come 
in contact, or gone about the sick children, 
were stopped from school. The pupils were 
dismissed at 1 o'clock on Friday afternoon 
at the Crew street school in order that the 
rooms might be thoroughly fumigated un- 
der the direction of the board physician. 
Thirty-six sulphur candles containing one 
pound of purified sulphur each were burnt 
in every room and in the cellars, with the 
doors closed. 

The physicians above named have given 
it as their advice that since the precautions 
taken by Major Slaton, there is but little 
fear of the fever spreading. If another 
case breaks out, however, the Crew street 
school will be closed and the children be 
allowed to remain at home without any 
marks going against them in the absent ccs- 
umn. While Superintendent Slaton is not 
at all fearful that other cases will develop, 
yet he is anxious about the matter, and will 
be ceaseless in his endeavors until the slight 
scare has subsided. . 

“T have done all I can,” said Major Sla- 
ton to a Constitution reporter last night, 
“and have been acting under the advice 
of several of the most prominent pdfsi- 
cians in the city. 1 have had Crew street 
school thoroughly fumigated from bottom 
to top and I do not anticipate any further 
trouble. If there is another case to break 
out I will close the school for the present. 

“T think the cases that have been called 
to my attention and upon which I have 
acted as prompftty as possible, are not very 
severe attack, but to the contrary are 
very light. I ordered ten children, who had 
been in contact, so to speak, with the 
sick children, to stop school until every- 
thing was in a better condition. This is 
the only school in which there is any sick- 
ness; in all the others the best of health 
prevails and the students are in fine spirits 
for the final examinations. 

“This searlet fever outbreak—I hardly 
think that it will amount to an epidemic— 
is especially deplorable as it has occurred 
at the very time when the final examina- 
tions were in progress. The fever ap 
peared in only the fourth and fifth grades.” 

In addition to the children named, a 
child of Dr. Baird is sick with the scarlet 
fever, but apparently in a light form.

It will thus be seen 
that, should the Navahoe succeed in winning 
these fips, she can be challenged after an 
expiration of thirty days, and if she is beaten 
she can again clailenge. 

‘At the present time I believe the Genesta 
holds the Brenton reef and the Wenda the 
Cape May cup, and, barring flukes and acci- 
dents (which in a cross-channel match are 
quite possible), the Navahoe ought to have 
littie difficulty in retriéving both trophies. 

Now, a word as to the boats that are on 
the ways, and which will play important 
parts in the yachting affairs, of the current 
year. Altogether there are eight under con- 
struction, of which number Americaus are 
building four, while England is turning out 
the remaining four. These eight yachts repre- 
sent all types of marine architecture, from the 
English cutter to the radical yankee fin. 

The American gwners, the Archibal Rogers 
syndicate, the E. D. Morgan syndicate, 
General C. I. Paine and the Boston syndi- 
cate. The Herreshoffs, of which firm the fa- 
mous blind designer, Nat G. Herreshoff, is the 
leading meinber, are building the first named 
boats: Hawley. of Boston, tne Paine boat, a 
creation of the general’s son, John B. Paine, 
and Pusey & Jones, of Wilmington, Del., the

The British owners are Lord Dunraven, of 
the Valkryie: the Prince of Wales, a_Scotch 
syndicate, and A. D. Clarke. G. L. Watson

designed the Valkyrie and Wales’ boats; W. 
Vife, Jr., the Scotch syndicate craft, and J. 
M. Soper, Mr. Clarke’g boat. 

The American boats, with ene exception, 
are being built entirely of steel. That excep- 
tion is the Morgan craft, the submerged hull 
of which will be plated with Tobin bronze, 
while the upper part will be of steel. The 
bronze will add materially to the weight of the 
craft, but Designer Herreshof{ declares that 
the smoothness gained and the non-fouling 
properties of the bronze will more than offset 
the increased weight. The bronze plate en- 
tails an expenditure of $5,000. Every one_of 
the British built boats will be of composite 
construction; that is, they will be wood 
planked on steel frames. 

Particular attention is being directed, in the 
corstruction of these boats, to immense area 
of sail, and mure canvas will be spread than 
ever before. Booms of really gigantic size are 
beirg turned, and skillfulness in manipula- 
tion of such tremendously heavy rigged boats 
wil) in truth cut a most important figure. 

The English boats, excepting Soper’s, which 
is a semi-fin craft. are keels. Of the American 
vessels, the Navahoe and the Morgan boats 
sre centerboards, the Rogers is a keel, and 
the two Roston boats are fins of the most 
pronounced type. 

The length of these boats on the load water 
line is about elehty-five feet, barring Soper’s, 
which ruus along to ninety feet. These figures 
will give a pretty good iden of what the boats 
are like. and. when it is added that the length 
over all is forty feet greater than the load 
water line in each case, the mind's eye will 
have no great task in realizing what xetreme 
“overhangs’’ there are in the most modern 
tspes of marine architecture. 

There is this much to be said about the 
American bouats.None of them have eany de- 
cided advantage over the other in material 
and weight, and, for that very reason, they 
will stand upon a more even footing than 
ever before. Outside of Lord Dunraven's 
Valkyrie, the one boat in England which is 
focussing the attention of our vachtsmen 
here is the Soper ninety-footer. She is the 
longest single sticker ever turned out by the 
builder, Fay, of Southampton, and he has 
shoved a veritable flect of ‘‘cracks’’ tnto the 
waters in his day. She is expected to give 
Mr. Carroll’a Navahoe the hardest kind of a 
battle for the Ro™™" Victoria gold cup. Her 
overhangs are nearly half of her water line 
Jength, and her main boom, ninety feet in 
length, 1s the longest slung in a British boat 
In years. In fact, Mr. Soper has designed a 
boret that has ont-Americaned Americans. 

Mr. Carroll suggested to Lord Dunraven 
that the Valkyrie and the Navahoe mnke a 
race of it across the Atlantic when the Nava- 
hoe returns. and the Valkyrie comes to meet 
the flower of our cup defenders’ flock in these 
waters; but Dunraven courteously declined, 
on the plea that he wished the Valkyrie to 
be as fit as a fiddle in the great international 
contests. Nobody ought to find fault with 
Dunraven at that, for he will have everything 
at stake, while Mr. Carroll shall have finished 
the major part of his racing schedule for the 
year, and he is not to be interested as a com- 
petitor in the trial races on this side. And. 
ngcain, if anything got out of gear with the 
Valkyrie in a transatlantic race, it might 
open up the way to a cry that the American 
cup defender won on a “fluke,’’ or had the 
British boat at a most decided disadvantage. 
This is precisely what we Americans wish to 
avoid. ‘he races must be absolutely on even 
terms so far as boutpind boat are concerned. 
The New York Yacht Club does not desire the 
boat which shall be chosen to carry out the 
cartel it has accepted from the Royal yacht 
squadron, through whom Lord Dunraven chal- 
lenged, to win the America’s cup or anything 
a bears the slightest suggestion of a 
‘fluke .’’ 


On this side of the Atlantic comparatively 
little is known about Lord Dunraven. Im the 
house of lords he is a liberAl, and his opinion 
of liberalism is to allow that a person who 
does not happen to agree with you may be 
as honest as yourself, and, possibly, more far- 
secing and correct. He is brainy, wealthy 
and popular, and—although an Irishman, and 
an Trish landlord, a? that—he is regarded as 
kind and generous, albeit he has frequently 
stood out for justice to landlords, as well as 
to tenants. His very liberalism led Dun- 
raven to favor the opening of art museums 
on Sundays, much to the outspoken chagrin of 
his fellow members of the Sunday society, of 
which he was at one time the president.

In a general way it nray be suid that ‘all the 
capital of the country is in the hands of cap- 
italists, Here again we are confronted with 
a certain ambiguity in the use of words. A 
capitalist is one who possesses capital; but at 
the same time the term is most generally 
applied to those who control large quantities 
of capital. But where shall we draw the 
line between small capital and large capital? 
In some eommunities a man worth $10,000 
would be considered a large capitalist; in 
others he Would have te control hundreds of 
thousands, at least. to deserve that distine- 
tion. A much larger part of the capital of 
the country is in the hands of a few than for- 
merly; but the greater part of the wealth of 
the country is still in the hands ef people of 
moderate means, It is not possible, however, 
to tell how mwué@h is owned by large and how 
much by small capitalists, unless we first 
agree wheré to draw the line between the 
two classes, Bven then we should have noth- 
ing to guide us but the assessed valuations of 
property, which are — untrustworthy. :
